Washington Says Order Error,
B. R Men Have No Word.

ORDER MISUNDERSTOOD;
RELIEF IS PROMISED

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 Both
Senator McKellar and Representa-
tive Fisher have been assured by
Director-Gener- Hlnes and other
officials of the railroad administra-
tion that the freight car shortageat Memphis will be corrected at
once. It is declared that represen-
tatives of the railroad administra-
tion at Memphis misinterpreted the
scope of the order and made it too
drastic.

Poor telephone connection with
Atlanta Saturday prevented com-
munication with Regional Director
Winchell, but a call was put in for
him this morning, and a compre-
hensive

4

telegram also was sent to
him with instructions to take care
of the Memphis situation without
delay.

No modification whatever of the dras-
tic order of Walker D. Hines, director-gener-

of railroads, directing all box-
cars available for handling bulk grain
be diverted from this territory to the
grain belt of the North and West for
use in moving grain, had been received
by local railway officials Monday noon,
and the order was still In full effect,
although being interpreted as liberally
as possible for local interests, despite
the fact that the Memphis Merchants
exchange and The News Scimitar hail
received information from Washington
that the drastic order did not apply to
Memphis territory, and its enforcement
here was through a misinterpretation of
the director-general- 's order.

It was estimated that fully 300 cars
of freight from Memphis industrial con-
cerns and other shippers were being
held up here Monday by the car short-
age and the inability of the railroads to
supply empty cars for loading.

Where shippers received cars of grain
products railway officials permitted the
cars to be loaded again with grain prod-
ucts Monday, but shippers of other com
modities in carload lots were held to
come within the meaning of the order
and were, denied cars for loading.

Twelve trains carrying a total of 60
cars had been sent north Monday since
midnight, under the special ore'er, but
unless the order is authoritatively can
ceted at once the movement is expected
to be very heavy during the next few
days.

However, the movement of boxcars to
the grain belt has been in progress for
about six weeks, and hundreds of cars
are said to have been sent from this
territory, before the roeent drastic or-

der was Issued.
At one time cars became ao scarce

here that the local depots on two. rail-
roads had to be closed temporarily be-

cause there were no cars available to
load out merchandise shipments.

CHARGED TO BANK

Suit " Alleges Manhattan s

Course Illegal Ralph Davis
Also Comes Under Fire,

Gross violation of trust placed in the
bank by a depositor and characteriza
tion of Ralph Davis' fees as being no

toriously high are among the charges
in a suit iled in the chancery court
Monday by R-- . Galz Brown, as attor-

ney for John G, Kuberich. of St. Louis,

against the Manhattan Savings Bank
end Trust company. Kuebrich seeks to
recover the interest on $51.03 from
Nov. 14,1918, and the sum of $266.23
with six per cent interest from the
same date.

Kuebrich declares In his petition that
he has been a depositor with the Man-
hattan Savings Bank and Trust com-
pany for 20 years; that during 191),

he had on deposit more than $4,008
drawing Interest and that In the lat-
ter part of 1917 he orwardedyto the
bank a note and mortgage for $1,200
with instructions to foreclose the same.

Instead if placing the foreclosure pro-
ceedings with Its own attorney, the
petition declares, the bank gave the
papers to Ralph Davis "whose practice
is almost wholly In the criminal court 9

and whose fees are notoriously high."
This was done, the petition says, with-
out any contrnet having been made
with Davis as to his fee.

"After much Inexcusable delay." the
petition continues. "Pavls foreclosed the
mortgage and charged a fee of $S00
lor his services." This amount wa--s

declined by Kuebrich and the bank ad-

vised of his action.
On Nov. 4. 1918. Davis brought suit

before J, J. McN'amara. a justice of the
peace. and secured a eurnisnment
ajralnst Kuehrich's account, the bank
answer-in- on Nov. 5, that it would
withhold the sum of $."i2.i pending the,
decision of the ecurt. The petition re-

cites that the hank wired him on Nov.
7 that his account lias been trarnished
that day by Ralph Davis and wrote him
on Nov. 13 that It had paid to a deputy
sheriff the sum of $522.03.

Door While Six Victims of

Poison Olives Lie Dead.

Quadruple Funeral Held.

Dr. NeumonTaylor, one the phytlcians

attnedinq Mr. U. K. Ivy, teventh vic-
tim of the ripe olive poisoning, stated
Monday afternoon after returning from
the bedside that the patient was weak-
er and that her condition was "very
grave." Her throat Is paralyzed and
blindness has come upon her. Food
has to be administered by artificial
n leans.

The toll of death from eating poison
ripe olives has reached six, with the
seventh victim battling bravely for life,
to which she is clinging by a slender
thread, with odds apparently against
her, despite heroic efforts of attend-
ing phystcians.

Mrs. Eugenia Ivy is the seventh vic-
tim the only one still alive of the sev-
en persons who partook of the poison
fruit at a luncheon of the Thursday
club at the home of Mrs. Max E.

1128 East Trigg avenue, last
Thursday. Her husband and

son are numbered among the dead.
Little Currie Ivy, 10, dted .Sunday aft-

ernoon at 2 o'clock, the sixth victim
of the deadly olives. Currie was not
taken sick until late Saturday after-
noon when he fainted. His illness fol-

lowed the death of his father, Uzell K.
Ivy, y about 12 hours.

A Quadruple funeral was held Monday
morning at 11 o'clock from the home
of Mr. Ivy's and Mrs. Vunkannon's
father, Capt. R. L. Ivy, 2063 Nelson
avenue.

Currie Ivy showed no sign of ill-

ness on Friday or Saturday morning.
It was recalled thai he had tasted one

, of the poison olives and laid it down
with the remark that it did not taste
good. But he admitted after his faint-
ing spell Saturday afternoon that he
previously had eaten a wnole olive.

Mrs. Ivy ate two of the olives, and
felt ill afterward, She took a dose of
flu medicine and of calomel. This
latter probably is responsible for her
being alie today. Her vision still Is
clouded and the muscles of her throat
constricted, however.

All of the victims who diid expe-
rienced a paralysis of the throat mus-
cles and clouded vision.
